How Many Lambs Are Loit toy the Oftf 


cr's Carelessness. 


'When the fields Jo not afford a good 


bite it is not advisable to let the sheep 


out, 
excepting for an hour or two in 


fine weather, for all the energy and 
vital force of the sheep is to be directed 
to making flesh, and much exercise 
wastes these. As soon as the yard 
feeding begins a system should be be- 
gun nml adhered to. 
Whatever man- 


ner 
of feeding is practiced at first, 


that should be kept up with perfect 
regularity as to time and 
method. 


Sheep fret and pine if kept waiting for 
food, and this occasions loss of weight 
A good system is to feed ono pound 
per head of hay early in tho morning 
at whatever hour is fixed upon; per- 
haps sis o'clock, or earlier if thought 
proper. 
Thrco hours after that a feed 


of corn a bushel to the one hundred 
head, is given. Then water is given. 
At noon half a pock per head of cut 
roots may be fort, or an equivalent of 
hay, but 'the roots will bo better than 
the hay for many reasons. After this, 
some bright straw may be put into the 
racks in tho yard and the sheep left for 
three hours to pick over it. In three. 
hours more a feed of another bushel of 
com may be given, or cut roots, 
spritikleifwith a pint per head of bran 
and cornnieal may bo used instead of 
corn. 
Thtin water is .supplied, after 


which one pound pep head of hay may 
be given in tlio ,mek.s with plenty of 
fresh straw for litter, of which' the 
sheep will pick the best. 
Each sheep 


will Him 
get 
ono and one-quarter 


poiiml•< of corn and three pounds of 
luiy with .straw daily, or scveu pounds 
of "out roots in place of one pound of 
the hay. 
The cost of the feed may be 


easily figured up and tho chance of 
proli'l. estimated. In one hundred days 
each hliniip will consume, two bushels 
of corn und three hundred pounds .of 
luiy; it' roots and straw are substituted 
for the liny tho cost will bo less. 
Tho 


gain in weight may bo expected, to be 
about lit'teen to twenty pounds in two 
mouths or twenty-five to thirty-five 
pounds in three months. 
Tho gain in 


value will bo not only the increase in 
weight, but tho increased value on the 
whole weight on account of the better 
quality, 
for instance, if thin sheep, 


one hundred pounds in weight, are 
bought nt four cents per pound, and 
when fat are Bold ut livo and three- 
quarters rents, aud tho fat weight is 
only ono hundred and thirty pounds, 
tho"gain in this direction is equal to 
S2.27, aud the extra weight is worth 
SI.'<•_>, tho whole gain being about four 
dollars per head. 


This shows the profit of feeding sheep 


for market, but tho gaih in feeding a 
lloek of lambs is still greater. In six 
months tlio feeder has a ileeco and a 
lamb, and before the year has gone 
around the sheep and tho lamb may 
both be sold and a profit of ono hun- 
dred per cent, clear of all cost may be 
realized. 
It is too often supposed that 


a. ilock fed for fattening requires better 
feeding than one that is rearing lambs. 
This is a great mistake. It is n much 
greater draught upon the system of a 
ewe to produce a lamb than to lay on 
1'at. In one case there Is ten pounds of 
Hush aud bone drawn from the vital 
forces ol! the ewe, and in the other 
case, say thirty pounds of fat, the ele- 
ments ot' which are nothing more than 
those of air and water. Besides, the 
.system of the ewe must be supplied. 
with a reserve force to be expended In 
the great loss and waste of parturition 
and in the production of miLi

well-fed llock of ewes may easily pro- 
duce one hundred aud fifty per cent, of 
lambs, while a neglected llock may very 
easily produce less than half so many. 
It i-< quite possible for a fetus to dia m 
utcro, in its very early stage, and bu 
absorbed and disappear without any 
conspicuous sign, the illness of the ewe 
being attributed to another and a 
wrong cause, nnd in this way many 
lnmb°are lost to the disappointment of 
the ov.-rier of the flock, who may be-

THIRTY TEARS A MEBOHaNT, 


An Old and Kespected Citizen Retires 


with n Competency. 


It is genorally known to our readers that 


Mr. J. A. Close bas disposed of his Interest In 
the hardware business to the new firm of Oria- 
wold & Lewis. Inasmuch as Mr. Oloeelaono 
the oldest merchants In Deeatur, having cast 
his fortunes In thla city as early as 1863 when 
there were but 400 people here and no brick 
buildings of any kind except the old court 
house which stood on tUo old square, his re" 
tlrnment from active mercantile life in worthy 
of more than a passing mention 
Mr. Close, 


wholsnuw In tbe 86th year of his age, came 
here from Albion, «. Y., a young man full ot 
energy and ambition and determined to suc- 
ceed In the struggle of life. In 1863. the year 
of bib arri\ al, he found Hon. J. J. Peddecord, 
Win am T. Stamper and W. J. Condell In bust 
ness here. These pioneer merchants with Mr. 
Close and perhaps a few others, are still 
among us. It would'be well worth a day's 
time to hear these veterans got together and 
re ate their experiences In dealing with the 
old timers In early days. Mr. Close engaged 
in tho hardware trade with Horace Mo chouse, 
in a email square building then standing on 
the corner of Franklin and Eaat Main street!, 
where Grlndol s marble ah ip now Is Close & 
storehouse had but one end of the building, 
the dry goods firm oC Parkinson & Eastman 
occupying tho other. In those early days 
there were no railroads In Deeatur, and none 
nearer than Cloouilngton, from which point 
supplies for tho Deeatur stores bad to be haul- 
ed in wagotia iu all sorts of weather In 1S54 
Close i. Morchouso moved their stock Into 
larger quarters, llndlng a suitable room on 
Merchant street, formerly a hotel. It stood 
where Freeman Bros, do business 
Sub- 


sequently the hardware inon built the large 
brick building ou B. Main strei t that has been 
occupied by Morehouso Wells £ Co for 
many jours. Hero the firm enlarged their 
business and prospered until the great finan- 
cial crash of M, when many banks through- 
out tno country went up the spout. Then Mr. 
Close sold out. However, in January, I860, he 
resumed business again, becoming a member 
of the baruwaro firm of T. H Alexander A. 
Co , the location being at tho old quarters at 
the corner of Main and Water streets, and 
there by energetic and honorable dealing he 
nas amassed a competency and now retires to 
spend tha remainder of his days free from 
busloefls cares, the owner of \ aluable Deeatur 
propertj, 400 acres of flne land In Iowa, (In Die 
centre o£ which tract Is the flourishing rail 
road town of Washburn) and 80 acres of Im- 
proved land In Iroquola county, this state, 
besl Ipi) hating a fat bank account at his com- 
mand. 


Mr. Lloieis a typical pioneer merchant of 


Decafur. He has aeon tho town In Its infancy 
nnd he has witnessed im steady growth 
from a band lull of people until now It has 
budded into a bustling city ot 15,000 inhabit 
ants, with a bright future before It. Mr Clo^o 
has alwayR been Identlfled with tho business 
and moral wellnro of the tlty, and bas done 
what ho could to make the town what it la to- 
ilaj 'i hough well along in years, he Is still 
jo\ ial and artUe and takes a lively interest In 
public affairs.
